NOTES AND SOURCES. 


THE most important of the MSS. herein referred to 
is the autograph of Fitzgerald himself, now No. 58 of 
the Murphy Collection in the Library of St. Patrick’s, 
Maynooth (sometimes referred to as of the Renihan 
Collection, having lain in that section for a while). 
It was written in one week, in September, 1769, 
having been finished on the 18th of that month. 
Two of the four lines in English, explaining the dedi- 
cation, have been scored through in most thorough 
fashion ; and only a microscopic examination reveals 
the name of Miss Creagh, of Ahnakisha (which is 
near Mallow), as the person to whom the book was 
dedicated. 

Seven or eight of the poems are found only in a 
MS. transcribed from Fitzgerald family records by 
Mr. Patrick Staunton (a native of Fitzgerald’s own 
parish, Ballymacoda), now, and for many years past, 
a resident of Cork city. Mr. Staunton—himself no 
mean Irish poet—has always been a most consistent 
worker in the cause of the language. He is now in 
his eightieth year; and many of the friends of his 
youth were acquainted with Fitzgerald, who, as we 
see from his letter to O’Flaherty, was still living in 
1791. That this latter date and composition (his 
last undoubtedly) and his first effusion in 1722, on

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the death of his brother Redmond and his sister 
Grace, are not referred to at length in the Preface to 
this work is due to the fact that only when it was in 
the Press were they discovered in a hitherto unex- 
plored and uncatalogued series of MSS. 

From his poem of 1722 it is pretty clear that he 
must have been then at least a score of years old, 
though, in the dedication to Miss Creagh in 1769, he 
confesses his age as sixty years. We may therefore 
assume the date of his birth as 1700; his earliest 
writing 1722, and his latest 1791. Thus his active 
work extends over the long period of seventy years. 
He was nine years younger than Seasén Capac, 
but outlived him about forty years, surviving even 
Cosson Ruod. With these two eminent poets and 
the many others who flourished in Munster (but 
particularly in Cork and Waterford) during the 
greater part of the eighteenth century, he was no 
doubt intimate, his home at Ballykineally being 
always a favourite meeting-place of the poets. 

Sethe poems here given, Nos. 1. VIII., XIX., 
and XLI., though given in several places as of 
Fitzgerald’s composition, have been proved since the 
book was put in the Press to be the work of others, 
namely, dn Mangaipe Súsac, Seagan Lino, Orop- 
muro mac Ootinaill mic Fingin Caoit Ó Súllíobáin, 
and Liam &ingliz, respectively.
